us think rather gratuitously—by the 
Versailles conference." 


Lord Lansdowne notes that the Gor- 


man chancellor regarded the speech 
made by Viscount Milner on Feb. 21 
as more conciliatory than that made 
recently by Walter Runciman, former 
president of the board of trade, and 
Lansdowne seems .by implication 
agree with Count von Herding. 
Four points of von Hertling's speech 


are selected by Lord Lansdowne for 
comment. 
First is the chancejlor's 


wish for an intimate meeting of the 
belligerents. . Lord Lansdowne inter- 
prets this to mean a, small Informal 
meeting, not of plenipotentiaries, but 
of persons authorized to discuss con- 
fidentally the possibility of a more for- 
mal conference. He refers approving- 
ly to the opinion of Foreign Sec. Bal- 
four that It would be unwise to begin 
negotiations unless Home preliminary 
agreement exists, and asks how such a 
preliminary agreement ia to be reached 
without preliminary conversations. 
Lord Ltnfdowno remarks that allied 
.•polcesmea now are sternly reprobat- 
ing Germany's crimes and are submit- 
ting demands which are not likely to 
' be conceded uatll Germany is beaten 


to her kneea, while German spokes- 


;Jnen »re putting forward inadmissible 
demands and Imputing selfish and ag- 
gressive alms to the allies. Ha con- 
tinues: 


"In these circumstances it stems \ 
first sight that there is nothing fo 
It but what Count von Hertling call 
'adherence to the existing method o 
dialogues across the channel and tb 
ocean' dialogues which, after all, maj 
be useful." 
, 


The second point is von Hertling's 


admission that peace can be discusue< 
on the basis of President Wilson's four 
•principles. This, says Lord Lanadowne 
is satisfactory as far as it goes, bul 
he maintains that "we are entitled to 
ecrutlnlxe the manner in which these 
'principles have been applied to Ger- 
many." 


The third point is the chancellor's 


assurance that he would greet Joyfully 
and co-operate gladly with an impar- 
tial court of International arbitration. 
Lord Lansdowne says this statement 
may be welcomed and recalls that Mr. 
Balfour made a similar utterance. 


The fourth point is von Hertling's

it was 
Redmond who, as 


spokesman for the nationalists, rejected 
the proposition for a partition of Ire- 
land and, Instead,

TRENCH FEVER 


N. E. Soldiers in 
France 


. Submit to Experiment 


PARIS, March 6.—Siity enlisted men 


of the United States, sanitary corps, 
all from New England, are now serv- 
•ins as hosts to normal or infected lice, 
or have received injections 
of blood 


from soldiers known 
to have been 


suffering from trench fever. They are 
quartered in a. British 
base hospital 


where the American Red Cross is us- 
ing them for an investigation of thai 
fever, which is new since the war. 


The organism producing 
the fever 


has not yet been. discovered by mi- 
croscope, although it heads the fever3 
among the British, troops at tho front 
and stands second in the list of those 
causing the greatest wastage. 
The 


disease is not fatal, but it means an 
absence of. six or eigrht weeks 
from 
the ranks. 


Scarcity of physicians in the British 


army prevented the royal army medi- 
cal corps from studying- the cause of 
the disease. The American Red Crosa 
decided to undertake a survey baaed 
on the yellow fever investigation la 
Cuba.

a call for volunteers was made and

reatment for all parties. 
Born in 1861, son of W. A. Redmond, 


deceased, member of the British parllk- 
nent from Wexford, Ireland, John E.

leader of the PMueUltes.

Succeeded in bringing about an amal- 
gamation of the two leading: national- 
ist parties and made his position as 
nationalist leader secure.

Redmond was well known in the 


United States, which he visited in 1908 
and 1910, and Australia, where in 1883 
he not only performed a groat service 
for his party in directing the collection 
of a fund of more than $50,000, but 
found a wife in the person of Johanna 
DaHon, New South Wales heiress and 
beauty. 


It was under the leaderehip of Mr. 


Redmond that tho various land reforms 
culminating In the abolition of land- 
lordism and the transfer of the land 
to the people were obtained. To Red- 
mond's ability waa also due the estab- 
lishment of the national university In 
Dublin, tho restriction of the veto pow- 
er of the house of lords, and the pas- 
sage of the home rule bill which waa 
Placed upon the statute book in 1914 
but was not put in operation because of 
the opposition of Ulster. 


The Irish leader's first visit to this 


country proved a failure, but his sec- 
ond, made for the purpose ostensibly of 
attending tho convention of the United 
States Irish league at Buffalo, met with 
great success. 
Following his attend- 


ance at the convention, Redmond made 


tour of all the principal cities of the 


middle west and the Atlantic coast, de- 
livering- a series of addresses on ths 
Irish question which 
were later held 


responsible for 
the British cabinet 
crisis, of November, 1910. 


His efforts brought the . home rule 


question to a head. 
The British gov- 


ernment took serious hold of the prob- 
lem and a bill was evolved which was 
passed in three successive years by the 
commons, thus overcoming the veto of 
the peers and becoming law.

lease of the Irish revolutionists called

from Premier Lloyd 


George in which the premier admitted 
that mistakes had been made in handl- 
ing the Irish situation and urging all 
parties to unite in bringing about a' 
eolution. 


It was not, however, until the follow- 
ing year that the premier proposed the 
plan of holding the Irish 
convention 


which Redmond accepted and in which 
attitude he was generally supported by 
his adherents, although still the object 
of the enmity of the Sinn Feiners. 


John E. Redmond was a brother of 


Major William H. K. Redmond, who 
was killed while fighting under tho 
British flag- in France in 1917. Major 
Redmond was a member of parliament 
for East Clare. 


Captain Urilliam A. Redmond, son of 
John 13., and member of parliament for 
East Tyrone, was awarded the distin- 
guished service' order medal for gallant 
conduct in the war.

harems," was the request of a Boston 
woman of Lileu't. I.. C. loanidu of the 
Rumanian legation at "Washington. He 
so stated last evening: in a talk on his 
native country 'at the Harvard club, 
in which he assured his audience that 
harems are as. foreign to Rumania as 
to any other Christian country. 
. 


In connection with

the 


speaker declared that though. Rumania 
is opposed to annexation, even of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, she will adhere to the 
alliea to the end of the. war. He said 
that the king of Rumania, a Hohen- 
zollern prince, was' punished for op- 
posing Germany, by being confronted 
by his own brother. Prince Anton of 
Hohenzollern. as head of the invading 
German army, and that two of the 
German generals no\v occupying1 his 
country were school-mates of the king. 


"The German invaders mada the un- 


welcome discover that the many rich 


wpj]s -in Rumania had been so ef- 


fectually destroyed that it will require 
five years to restore them," said the 
speaker. 


''The German air raids on England 


have been small affairs compared with 
those on Rumania," he said, "the death 
toll there in three months having: been 
jOOO. 
The aerial guns had all 
been 


bought in Germany and their range 
always proved too short to allow of 
bringing- down a raider. 


"Rumania .secured several loans from 


Germ.iny be Tore the war, always on 
condition that she purchase all arma- 
ment and other war material in Ger- 
many. 
When Rumania got into the 


war'she discovered that her guns had 
less than half the range of her enemy's 
guns of the, same manufacture. 


"In one year of the war. Rumania 


lost 200,000 men. Russia, which prom- 
ised to send "her J.000,000 men, only 
furnished 150,000. 
Rumania was told 


when she entered the war that her 
troops would have to protect only her 
northern boundary, yet today she is 
beset by enemies on every side." 


The speaker declared that Rumania 


i* now suffering terribly for want of 
food and clothing; yet has 50,000 more 
widows and orphans than she had one 
year ago. 
With a population of S,000,- 


000 she-had, before she lost. 200,000 men. 
an army of 1,000,000.
